News Received From the Govern- 
ment Surveying Expe- 
dition. 


The Long and Perilous Trip of Two 
Young St. Louisans. 


MR. JOHN K M’GRATH, THE CHIEF OF TAE

The news. too, has a 

particular interest for St. Louisans, because 

of the ‘fact that Mr. McGrath is at the head 

of the expedition and that Dr. W. V. Kings- 

bury, a well-known young physician of this 
city, is his medical man. 

@That part ofthe expedition which Mr. Mc- 

Grath commands has now navigated the 


| Yukon River farther than any steamer ever 


went beforeend will during the winter travel 

through an unexplored land. The Turner 

party nas already pierced into an uner- 

plored part of the country. Mr. McGrath’s 

letter was written as his journey progressed 

after leaving Fort St. Michaels. He writes: 
ON THE YUKON. 

We have been steaming up the Yukon for 
eleven days now, and are 200 miles beyond 
that point on the river which is half way be- 
tween St. Michaeis and where I expect to 
go. We are making on an average five

miles an hour, and as the boat gets up higher 
she will fall behind even this rate. This is a 
great river. Near its mouth it is almost 
25 miles wide, taking In the several channels 
through which it reaches the sea. The water 
igs just the color of the Mississippi after the 
June rise commences, and even this high up 
it must have a current of about 
four miles an hour. Our steamboat is quite 
small. Besides her freight she can carry only 
about nine cordsof wood and this necessi- 


tates our stopping three or four times during 


the twenty-four hours to lay ina new supply 
of wood. Generally we find this cut and piled 
upd on the bank, but sometimes we are com- 
pelled to cut it ourselves, and forthe last 600 
miles of our trip we will have to cut all we 
use. We have two barges and a whale boat in 
tow and they hold us back. Another cause of 
retarding of our progress is the muddy water. 
It is so thick that it fills up the flues 
of the boller and we are compelled to 
stop once in a while for seven or eight 
hours at a time to clean the boiler out and 


get up steam once more; ail of these draw- 
acks will explain the slow rogress we are 
making. When we left Fort St. Michaels we 
were tendered a most flattering fareweil. Ali 
the chief citizens came down to see us off and 
bid us good-bye. The flags were boisted and 
thetwo cannon kept booming salutes until 
weturned the last pointinthe harbor that 
cut us off from the town. 
„„We had not traveled very far when we 
impressed, that is Dr. Kings- 
pury and I, with the Yukon’s 
great resemblance to the Mississippi. In 
some places it is full of sand bars and then 
again it opens up like a vast lake miles in 
width. On the lower river the banks are very 
low ana covered with willows and aiders and 
cotton woods. Where we are now mountains 
are its banks. As you look down the river 
you have a view more beautiful than any river 
in our country can furnish. Every fifteen or 
twenty mile®we come upon some Indian settle- 
ment, either asummer or winter camp. More 
desolate hovele you cannot find anywhere. 
the sexes of the natives are distin hed in 
their dress only by the length of their fur 
coats. The women wear their coats long be- 
hind and the men’s are the same out all 
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also have winter houses something like these, 
where the men put in all their time. No 
women are allowed in these either. They 
come to the door with meals prepared for 
their, busbands. 

POLYGAMY. 


Aman can take as many wives as be can 
support and each one has to work as hard as 
sheisabie. Further up the river the state of 
affairs is different. There one woman may 
have two orthree husbands. The furniture 
in the native huts is sparse—a few birch bark 
b some. of 

dishes, 

a gun, straw furs. 
Everything smells worse than a soap factory. 
The people are literally covered with vermin. 
They brush them off like flies in summer. 
They are miserably poor, and get very littie 
for all the game and skins they bring to the 
steamer to sell. We used to pay 2 and 3 cents 
apiece forducks and geese, and still less for 
fine salmon. For the first week we were on the 
river we had so many ducks and geese to eat 
that we actually got sick of them. Thereisa 
great abundance of geese, ducks, swans 
and cranes on the river. They are actually 
so plentiful that the natives kill them with 
clubs and dartsand neverthink of wasting 
powder and shot on them. have seen 
coverlets made fromthe down taken only 
from the breasts of swans. Weare getting 
surfeited with fish. The river swarms with 
salmon. In front of each hut you will see 
thousands of them split andjhung up to dry for 
the winter. I thought that 1 saw enough to 
feed the whole territory, butI was told the 
year was avery bad one, andtne natives 
were faeetting only about one half the 
regular ‘‘catch’’ and that it might be a dread- 
ful winter for them on this account. Some of 
the salmon we saw were fifty or sixty pounds 
in weight. They call these kingsalmon. The 
white fish we get are very fine. I don’t know 
of any Eastern fish that is finer. In the 
creeks and lakes there are innumerable trout, 
butthe natives do not worry with any fish 
that must be caught with a hook. They get 
them with seines and traps. In the winter 
they spear them. 


ROSES IN BLOOM. 

As Jam writing there are some magnificent 
mountains in sight. They remind me of the 
first range of the Rockies in Colorado. In the 
woods there are lots of wild roses, and the 
hillsides are as green as any Missouri lawn in 
the spring. There is an abundance of beauti- 
ful wild flowers everywhere we make a land- 
iug. It is hard to believe that this is an Arctic 
land when you observe the luxuriant forests, 
the groe rasse, the flowers, and mark how 
warm tn. davs are. But just dig down ten 
inches anywhere and you will find the ground

Ido not know whether this letter or the 
one I sent off on the 19th willreach you 
That one goes down the river to St. Nicho 
through Behring’s Sea and the Pacifio( 
the way we came) and reaches San Francisco, 
This letter goes upthe Yukan River to its 
head crosses over the Chileat Pass and 
through by way of Jnneau. Ihadtow up 
the other letter in a hurry. Ileft it open in- 
tending to putin a letter about this place 
but we got here sooner than 
we expected. Two hours after our boat 
touched the bank she was plying duwn stream 
again on her way to meet the slower and 
heavier draught, St. Michael, whose | she 
willtake and coming back carry it several 
hundred miies further up the river than my 
camp. We are four or five miles outside the 
United States line and are now squatting on 
Her British Majesty's possessions, but Ido nots 
think any complaint will be made of the tres- 

ass. I found a large log-house here, about 

x35 feet, divided up into tworooms. One 
room is about 22x22, has a floor, two windows 
and two good chairs. The other room is un- 
floored and wag probably used for a store- 
room. In addition there are two 
good log observatories which 1 
oan use for my work. . The 
only addition I will have to make to my 
present guarters isan annex about 22x25x10. 
This I will divide into two halves and will do 
for a storehonse, and tho other will be used 
by my assistants and myself for a living-room 
The big room in the old house I will turn over 
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twenty-five feet to get water and 2 
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ground has been frozen all 
way down. In spite of this the weather is so 
warm that every man is going around in hia 
shirt sleeves. Outin the stream, and while 
we have a breeze, we are free from the mos- 
quitoes, but when we go ashore, particularly 
on a calm day, there are no words to do jus- 
tice to their number, size and ferocity. They 
are in such swarms here that all the bear, 
deer and other animals are driven into the 
mountain fastnesses. Not an animal can we 
find now in the lowlands, which we greatly 
regret, as it cuts off our chances for fresh 
meat. 
AT FORT YUKON. 

We reached Fort Lukon on July 2 and our 
parties separated. Turnerand his followers 
went up the Porcupine River, andI am mak- 
ing my wey slowly up tothe boundary. Tur- 
ner is the first man ever to take a steamer up 
the Porcupine. Theriver is a regular mount- 
ainous stream, rising after every rain and 
falling a few days after. Turner struck it 
when it was low, and after traveling to within 
forty miles from the point he was going he had 
to give it up and the steamer returned to 
Fort Yukon before 1 had departed. Turner 
and his party will drag their cargoes the rest 
ofthe way. Fort Yukon is only a name now. 
There is not a sitck of one of its houses left, 
and the only marks of the old trading post 
are the holesin the ground where the stock- 
ade was and some of the foundations of. 
houses were. The Engli.h used to think it 
belonged to them, but a survey showed it was 
twenty-five miles in our territory and they 
had to move out. 46 there was 
not enough business for a new trading com- 
pany to set up there, the buildings put up by 
the Hudson Bay Co. were allowed to go 
to rack and the captain ofthe steamer Tu- 
kon finally used up many of them for fire- 
wood. It seemsa pity this was done because 
now there is not a single house on this river 
from Vikiakayette to Forty Mile Creek, a dis- 
tance of 750 miles. There are one or two 
bands of Indlans in the stretch but they have 
no houses. 

In summer they live under filmsy shelters, 
made of cheap cotton or peles covered with 
the branches of the trees. In winter they live 
in tents made of moose skin. Moose are the 
chief game in this section. They often weigh 
12,00 or 1,500 pounds. When I was waiting for 
the steamboat at Fort Yukon an Indian came 
in with a moose and gave me 400 pounds of it 
for eleven poe of tobacco, 20 cents worth of 
powder and about 15 cents worth of tea and 
sugar. People eat anything they can get up 
here which will not poison them. 


THE MINERS. 

The miners are deplorably poor. The store 
keeper at Forty Mile Creek had $15,000 worth 
of bad debts in his books this spring and still 
lam toldthat a man without a dollar who 
comes into his store for supplies gets as good 
treatment as the man who has the cash to pay. 
He get his money if the miners can make it, 
and if the miners can’t, he doesn’t, This 
store keeper was at Fort. Yukon when some 
trusted miners came down wd 
week. All owed and 
were going out of the country 
leaving him as much hope of having his debts 
liquidated as he nad of fiying, yet he wished 
them all God-speed and gave them as sympa- 
thetic farewell as anyone. These frontiersmen 
are curious fellows and do not reguiate their 
conduct according to the same rules and cus- 
revail inthe East. They stand

Already I have the logs for the 
new addition cnt and on the groung. The 
ground is leveled and trenched and the foun- 
dation logs arein place. The balance of the 
logs will be brought down to-morrow, and it 
won’t be long before we will be nicely noused, 
Jast now most of our stuff is heaped up in the 
old house,and we prefer to cook and eat and 
sleep in our tents. A great deal of time 
is being consumed in refitting the old observ- 
atories over for our use, but this is easier 
than putting up new ones. The logs for our 
house are cut about a mile and a half from the . 
camp. They have to be rolled into theriver, . 
made into rafts, foated down and after t 
get here we have to haul them up a diu 
about eighteen feet high. The logs are % or 
26 feet long and a green spruce of that length 
and about two feet in diameter at the butt, is 
no light thing to lift. We had some Indians 
in to trade with us on the day of our arrival, 
but they soon left after trading some mocas- 
sins and moose meat for tea, sugar, tobacco 
and cotton handkerchiefs. I made a great 
mistake in not layin in a great 
stock oof cotton handkerchiefs. The 
commonest bandanas ever made 
the kind that retails atthe rate of two for 3 
cents, go off like hot cakes atthe value of 50 
cents exch among the Indians. The Indiang 
below us would be a long time making up 
their minds to hurta white man and a very 
weak, insignificant kind of a noble red man 
do they make. We are jyst 374% miles below a 
post where 150 miners live and a camp of 
would not be hurt with such a body of white 
men near at hand to resent any harm come to 
them.

I will do this if it 
is ssible. In the spring no letters can go 
out, as there is no one leaving the countzy, 
and so it you don’t hear from us by April the 
first news you will get will probably be 
from San Francisco. I have been tnink- 
ing that as the overland mail takes 
along time to come across the whole length 
of Canada by dogs, that if you write to me at 
the Rampart House, Porcupine River, North- 
west Territory, that your letter should be 
sent to Winnipeg to get there by Januaryl, 
and have written on the outside: ‘‘Piease re- 
turn if it cannot be forwarded.’’ You should 
have your letters in the spring sent to our 
San Francisco office by May 1, and write on 
them please forward’’ * * * Your affec- 
tionate son, JOHN E. MCGRATH.

THE FUTURE ARIZONA. 


Attention Being Gwen the Territory—Its 
5 Wealth Being Explored. 


From all accounts Arizona promises to come 
to the front very rapidly withinthe next few 
years. Judge N. F. Cleary, who has just re- 
turned from there, speaks very enthusiasti- 
cally ofthe work now in progress, and of 
what it will result in. Some time ago, as pub- 
lished in the Posr-DiIsrarch, Judge Cleary 
negotiated the purchase of the Missoula group 


of mines, forty-five miles northwest of 
Tucson, for an English syndicate. The prop- 
erty is in whatis known as the Silver Belle 
district, and conststs of twelve claims, of 
twenty acres each. The purchase price was 
£200,000, the syndicate having the privilege, 
however, of expending $50,000 in development 
up to Maylnext. This will have been done 
long before that, according to their plans. 
Judge Cleary has just been overthe property 
with J. P. Lawson, a prominent expert of the 
Pacitic Coast, engaged to take charge of the 
work. The syndicate now has a force of fifty 
men at work and C. 8. Morton, the English 
engineer who originally examined the prop 
erty, will arrive by December 1 to make ar- 
rangements to put up a smelting plant to 
cost £20,000. The force now at work is en- 
gaged in opening up the property by shaft 
and tunnel and in blocking out the ore, of 
which Judge Cleary says there are now 
at lest 50,000 tons in sight. The ore is lead 
carbonate and high-grade copper. The dis- 
trict, like Arizona generally, has been very 
much negiected, though it is now regarded as 
one of the best mineralized inthe West, and, 
as soon as work has progressed far enough, 
some Chicago and Michigan capitalists, inter- 
ested in the Atlas Copper Mining Co., propose 
building a branch railroad, twenty-two miles 
long from Red Rock on the Southern Pacific 
road. The Atlas Co. isnow sinking artesian 
wells to secure water for their furnaces. The 
chances are, as stated by Judge Cleary, that 
this will give N 
A BIG MINING BOOM 

to Arizona, as it has never had as much atten- 
tion attracted to it before. The pedpie of 
Tucson are very enthusiastic over thejresult, 
and expect to see a rush made for the new dis- 
trict as soon as the English syndicate de- 
volops its ground a little further. 

„There has, says Judge Cleary, deen a 
misconception bordering on superstition in 
regard to the climate of Tucson and the sur- 
rounding country. For ten months in the 
yeur there is no more delightful climate in the 
world, the air being bracing and salubrious.

Sooner or later this will be done ana you will 
then see the grandest transformation any 
country ever experienced. Then the growth 
of cacti—such as suarranh, prickly pear, challa 
and others—absorb a great deaiof the rain- 
fall, and whenthey are destroyed the water 
can be used for agricultural purposes. The 
sollisarich black loam, the washings of the 
mountains for years, and will produce even 
tropical fruits. The altitude Is about 3,200 
feet above the sea level and from there it is 
almost a straight descent to Salton and Indio, 
Cal. in the Yuma desert, the lowest points on 
this continent, 264 feet below the level of the 
sea.’

| SWEENEY ON TRIAL. 
FIFTEEN CHARGES OF FRAUDULENT NAT- 
UE SLIEATION IN THE INDICTMENT. 


A Jury Listening to Testimony ia the United 
States District Court—Judge Thayer Says 
He Will Grant No Delays or Continn- 
ances In Fraud Cases—An Incident and 
a Queer Witness. 


HEN the United 
States District Court 
opened this morning 
it was well filled with 
jurymen,defendants, 
witnesses and spec- 
tators. It was gen- 
erally known Judge 
Thayer had denied 
any further continu- 
ances in the natural- 
Izatlon fraud cases, 
and as a consequence 
the crowd that 
flocked into the 


PS court-roow was anx- 


fous to see what disposal was to be made of 
the defendants, 

G. J. Gannon’s case was called first. He 
was charged with robbing the malls and tak- 
Ing a lottery ticket while aclerk in the Post- 
office. He said his attorney, Chas. P. John- 
son, was not present, and the next case was 
called. W. F. Edele and Samuel Hays, two 
witnesses in this case for the Government, 
did not answer to their names when called 
and attachments were issued for them. Me. 
Reynolds also means business and says he 
will tolerate no delay. 

The next case was thatof James Sweeney, 
the ex-policeman and saloon-keeper. §Mr. 
Reynolds, for the Government, said he was 
ready for trial, and Mr. Chester H. Krum also 
said he was prepared to gototrial. A list of 
forty names was read and twenty-five men 
responded and took seats in the jury box. In 
answer to questions whether they knew 
Sweeney, his attorney or the facts in this 
case, some replied they did not 
know Sweeney personally, but if he 


was Jim Sweenev’’ they knew of him by 
reputation. Allthe jurors living in the city 
saidthey knew Mr. Krum or Mr. Marshall 
McDonald either by reputation or personally. 
After the challenge the following twelve then 
were selected: William H. Shields, Heury 
Eddy, Jerome McAtee, Taylor Vaugh, J. T. 
Nixon, D. M. Ringo, John C. Millor, J. Mu. 
Batkins, Ed E. Carreeras, John Woodruff, F. 
M. Moser and Chas. W. Sargent. 

Contrary to expectations the Judge excused 
all jurors not in the panel, and all witnesses 
in other cases until to-morrow morning at 10 
o’clock, and then asked the attorneys to 
hurry with their case. Mr. Reynolds read to 
the jury’ a bulky document, the indictment 
against, Sweeney, which charged him with 
having hadgulenily and feloniously obtained 
naturalizetion papers for five persons, Albert 
Jaurgens, Thomas Buckley, Wm. Blaze, 
Claus Mam@aa and Jermiab O’Brien. 
Each indictment was divided into three 
counts. The first count in each indictment 
charges Sweeney with having on September 
21, 1888, gone into the St. Louis Court of 
Criminal Correction and there made a false 
oath to the effect that he had known the ap- 
plicants named for five years, and knew them 
to be the persons they represented themselves 
to be. The second count charges him with 
having sided and abetted these five men 
making a faise oath, and the third count 
charges him with having sworn to 
a false statement to the effect that the appli- 
cants for papers were minors on their arrival 
in this country and had lived in this country 
five years. Whenthis was read Mr. Krum 
called attention tothe second count of the in- 
dictment where Sweeney was charged with 
aiding and abetting Allert Jourgens to make a 
false oath. He said the name ot 
Sweeney was left out of the indictment, 
and therefore Mr. Sweeney was entitled 
to a verdict of acquittal on that count. Judge 
Thayer agreed with him and said such would 
be his instructions to the jury. While Mr, 
Reynolds was reading the United States and 
State law on naturalization the clock struck 
12 and the jurors pulled out their watches and 
glanced at them. Mr. Reynolds made a re- 
mark in a low tone, saying the court would 
adjourn atl o’clock and asked tie jury to be 
easy. 

‘*] would like to hear what you have to say 
to the jury, said Mr. Krum, 

‘*] don’t think it quite proper to interrupt 
me while addressing the jury, retorted ur. 
Reynolds. 

It may not be proper to interrupt you 
while addressing the jury, but it is also im- 
proper to make remarks no one out yourself 
and the jury can hear,’’ replied Mr. Krum. 

did not hear that remark you made, Mr. 
Reynolds, said the court, and think you 
had better stand out near the table.’’ 

Mr. Reynolds moved and finished reading 
the statutes. 

Ailert Jourgens was the first witness called. 
As he was aboutto testify Mr. Krum inter- 
rupted and said he objected tc testimony in- 
troduced under the first count of 
the indictment as the wording of 
that count charges him with nothing 
but states as will hereafter be mentioned,’’ 
and no mention is made whatever. Judge 
Thayer said he thought the count good under 
Statute 5,396. Mr. Jourgens was allowed to 
testify. Mr. Johnson asked him where he 
was born, and Mr. Jourgens replied in broken 
German: 

No, I was not. 

‘‘lasked you where you were born,“ re- 
peated Mr. Johnson.

with. Anexamination showed that a pane of 
glass had been removed. While Maher 
watched in the rear O'Connell force in the 
door and both men entered. They found the 
place littered with cloth and clothing 
but no burglar was to be seen. Finally 
a foot was descried projecting from under 
apile ofcioth heapedin a box beneath the 
counter. A pull at the foot showed that some- 
thing was attached tothe member, as was 
shown by the muffled cry of pain which suc- 
ceeded the demonstration. When pulled from 
his retreat the intruder was found to be wear- 
ing two overcoats bearing Hehmann’s mark, 
while his pockets buiged with silk handker- 
chiefs and embroidered suspenders. There 
was a bundle of clothing neatly tied 
up on the counter. The prisoner was locked 
up at the Third District station and the plun- 
der held by the police as evidence.

The 
prisoner wanted acontinuance this morning 
forthe purpose of securing witnesses. He 
refused to give their names, however, and the 
Court ordered that the hearing proceed. 

After Henmann and the two officers had told 
the story of the burglary as above detailed 
Green took the stand. He told

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THE LOTTERY MEN NOT THE LEAST AFRAID 
OF THE POLICE 


] Bobby Kerr Tens His Agents to Continue 


Selling Their Tickets, for the Police Will 
Not Interfere—The Pseudo Editer Pub- 
lishing Even More Extensive Advertise- 
ments of Lotteries—Warrants Out for 
Two Venders, 


Arne arrest of John Gilbert for violating the 
law ofthe State and unlawfully publishing in 
an alleged newspaper a lottery advertisement, 
was a triumph for law. 

The warrant, which was issued on Saturday, 
was placed in the hands of a Deputy Sheriff 
and served that same evening. Gilbert knew 
it would be served and he was not surprised 
when he was placed under arrest. 
He was prepared to give bond, and 
since court had adjourned he furnished a 
Sheriff’s bond in the sum of $500, with Charles 
Sweickhard, the Republican boss of the First 
Ward, and a well-known saloon-keeper as 
surety. The bond requires the appearance of 
Gilbert in the Court of Criminal Correction on 
November 28 to answer to the 
charge made against him. He is given 
plenty of time to answer, but no doubt 
will ask for a continuance and try toavail him- 
self of the law’s delays to obtain time with the 
hope that his case will be forgotten in time, 
and when it finally reaches a point where it 
must be disposed of, the witnesses will be 
absent as they were in his former prosecution, 
and he will escape the punishment he so rich- 
ly deserves. 

This pseudo editor is not a whit less bold on 
account of his arrest. He has been appre- 
hended at last, but he continues his violations 
of the law as if his arrest was a mere matter 
of form. On Saturday he published another 
advertisement of the American lottery, and 
yesterday he gave it two columns of space 
and republished the advertisement of the 
Mexican Lottery for which he was arrested 
on Saturday. The game of bluff is being 
Diayed, but fortunately it is a game 


that does not always win in court. The police 
made no move this morning to obtain a war- 
rant for the alleged editor’s arrest on account 
of these violations. Chief Huebier refused 
to say anything when he was asked whether 
he would do anything. Mr. Dierkes, how- 
ever, bad heard of them and called upon a 
detective to furnish him with the evidence, so 
it seems that whether the police act or refuse 
to act there is a chance forthe punishment of 
criminals andthe suppression of such open 
crimes, 

Mr. Dierkes had not heard of the publication 
of a lottery advertisement in a weekly paper 
until he learned to-day, but be has also given 
his attention tothat case now and a warrant 
Will follow. The brazen impudence of those 
criminals has excited wonder and much spec- 
ulation. Why men, no matter how depraved, 
will violate explicit laws and subject them- 
selves to the possibility of imprisonment in 
the penitentiary and not run away from the 
police is a question that ‘cannot be easily an- 
swered. 

A representative of the weekly paper that 
will be called to account for its unlawful pub- 
lication visited the Four Courts this morning 
and had a conference with one of the detect- 
ives. Chief Huebler did not see him. 

His caso has been taken under consideration 
by Mr. Dierkes and a warrant is looked for. 

Detective Drummond swore out two war- 
rants this morning,one for Willlam Rothschild 
and one for Dr. John D. Rothschild. They 
are said to be well-known vendors of lottery 
tickets. The detectives arrested William 
Rothschild on Friday and found secreted in 
the oftice 280 tickets and * 
number of circulars advertising the 
lottery. They found on bis person a 
listof the names of his customers and De- 
tective Desmond visited them to obtain evi- 
dence against the notorious pair. The result 
was the swearing out of the warrants charg- 
ing them with selling lottery tickets, dis- 
tributing lottery advertisements and having 
in their possession tickets and circulars for 
the purpose of sale and distribution. 

These are the onty cases mode out of alist 
of thirty vendors furnished the police by the 
POST- DISPATCH. 

BOBBY KERR’S VIEWS. 

Thus far, nothing that the police have done 
has in the least daunted the lottery men. 
They are not afraid of warrants and they evi- 
dently feel that whatever the police may do 
now, it is all to satisfy the public outcry 
against permitting lottery to be run wide open 
in St. Louis and not for the purpose of sup- 
pressing it or to punish severely the agents or 
vendors. 

Bobby Kerr, one ot the most notorious lot- 
tery men in the city and the owner of a lot- 
tery which is run in St. Louis called 
his agents about him to-day and caimed 
their fears of prosecution. Some of them 
had become frightened and were inclined to 
giveup tbe business, at least for a time, to 
wait until the storm should blow by, but Kerr 
told them that they need have no fears, for 
the police were not disposed to annoy or 
bother them. 

»The POST-DISPATCH is raising —— about us 
now, hesaid, but it will get tired after a 
while and stop. The police are not going to 
bother us any and you need not bea bit afraid. 
Go on and sell your tickets. The drawings 
will be made as usualand there is no danger 
ot their being stopped. Just be a little care- 
ful and sell your tickets on the quiet and 
nobody will bother you.’’ 

Acting on these instructions the vendors 
went forth and began selling as usual. The 
lottery wasrunas it is regularly and Kerr, 
Grimth and Watson are running their games 
as reguiarly as they ever did. The few arrests 
that are made, the ill times that 
are chosen for making them and the 
fact that three out of four men caught in the 
Friday raid hadtobe released immediately 
has given the men confidence and made them 
believe that there is no danger in continuing 
their unlawful occupation. 

THE POLICE OF sr. LOUIS 

have no terrors for criminals, andthe law is 
openly violated withoutthe least fear of the 
results. Fourdaysago the Police Commis- 
sioners ordered the Chief to have all patrol- 
men watch closely for violators of the lottery 
law, and arrest all offenders who were caught 
on their beats. Chief Huebler did not trans- 
mitthis order until Saturday morning, long 
after it had been made public, 
and the vendors and agents notified 
of its existence. It might have been delayed 
permanently so far as results are concerned, 
for although there are more than 100 venders 
in thecity, although the offices mentioned in 
the Post- DISPATCH are still running, although 
the agents of local and outside lotteries are 
stillselling their unlawful goods the patrol- 
men have done nothing, and either 
they are as blind to the offenses 
as they were before the PosT-DISPATCH called 
attention to them or else they are utterly in- 
capable of finding out whena crime fhas been 
committed and who the criminalis. They 
have neglected to arrest anyone and the only 
arrests] that have been made have been 
in fFraids and the men arrested were 
the old time endors, men who 
have been  arraighed a dozen times 
and who have always managed to slip through 
the fingers of the law and escape punishment. 
Fines have been imposed upon them, but 
never collected, and they care no more for an 
arrest and trial than they do for the drizzling 
rain that fell apon them this morn- 
ing while they were again at work 
selling their tickets. The police have 
shown themselves utterly inefficient or a 
lutely negligent and they have their choice 
between the two. For days after the Post- 
DISPATCH began its war on lottery in St. Louis 
they could not be induced todo a thing and 
when they did act their actions were a series 
of glaring blunders that are likely to result in 
nothing but making the whole police system 
ridiculous,

THE ENGELKE-CHOUTEADU CASE. 

The case of Engelke vs. Chouteau was an 
action tor malicious prosecution in which 
Chas. P. Chouteau, John M. Glover and 
Joseph Livingston were made defendants. 
The cause was dismissed as to Glover and 
Livingston. The petition contained two 
counts: the first charged the defendants with 
having maliciously procured the indict 
ment of the plaintiff by the Grand- 
jury of St. Louis City, for an 
alleged fraudulent conspiracy with one Ed- 
ward P, Barrett to defraud one Alice Living- 
ston and others interested in the Windsor 
Hotel.

This court finds that defendant never 
prosecuted plaintiff and therefore holds that 
the lower court committed error in not sus- 
taining defendant’s demurrer, for which they 
reversed the case.

dragged her to their rig, which drove 
up to the curb, and then drove rapidly 
off with the men and her. Before taking 
ber two of the men had endeavored to dray 
off Mise Hunt, who started for the barouche 
before her, but another man in the party cried 
out that she was the wrong girl and they re- 
leased her and seized Alice Jackman when 
the latter appeared.

of St. Leo’s Parish testified that he knew the 
father and mother of Alice Jackman. They 
were Roman Catholics. He knew Alice Jack- 
man and her sisters and brothers. She had 
been living on Sheridan avenue in Mr. Tay- 
lor’s house since her parents’ death. Three 
of the other children were there. For seven 
years he had been the child’s relizious in- 
structor. The family attended St. Bridget’s 
Church, where be was formerly located as as- 
sistant pastor. Last Friday he called at Mrs. 
Brouthers’ house to see Alice Jackman, but 
was refused the privilege of seeing her. He 
explained that he came with friendly motives 
and wanted to see the child, because he was 
interested in her salvation. On cross-exam- 
ination he stated that he came there in the 
carriage belonging to the Sisters of the Visit- 
ation Convent. Noone was with him in the 
carriage except the driver, who was in the 
front seat. 
MRS. RASHCOE 

was called to testify as to Mrs. Brouthers’ 
reputation in the neighborhood in which she 
resides. Mrs. Rashcoe testified that she re- 
sided on Mississippi avenue, a couple of doors 
from Mrs. Brouthers. She did not think her 
a proper person to brink up children. as she 
was constantly in trouble with the children in 
the neighborhood. On cross-examination the 
witness testified that Mre. Brouthers had had 
trouble with her(Mrs. Rascoe’s)two boys. 
Mrs. Brouthers was heartily disliked, how- 
ever, by all the children in the neighborhood 
and they did all in their pover to annoy her. 
She carried a police whistle and frequently 
biew it. 

Mr. Lodge saidthat they were not ready to 
close their side of the case until they had 
placed on the stand Mr. Williams, agent for 
Women’s Huinane Society. They therefore 
asked to be given until 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning to produce further testimony. 

Judge Woerner asked Mr. Estes if he had 
prepared the affidavit of Mrs. Brouthers that 
John G. Taylor had possession of the 
child, so that the court could issue an order 
directed against him to bring the child into 
court. Mr. Estes had not prepared the affi- 
davit and was told to have it ready by 2 p. 
m., to which time the court would take a re- 
cess. 

Mr. Lodge was asked if he would produce 
the child in court this afternoon and replied 
that he did not have the child and knew noth- 
ing of her whereabouts. 

MRS. BROUTHERS 
was seen by a PostT-DISPaATCH reporter and 
very willingly told her story. She said: The 
story of the kidnaping is asfollows: This 
morning at just about half past 9 o’clock I 
came out of the house and got 
into my barouche, and my niece, 
Miss Myrtie Hunt followed directly afterward. 

Just as she put her foot on the step two big 
brawny, ruffianly men—one would weigh i 
guess 250 pounds—seized hold of her by the 
arms and started to drag her to a carriage 
which stood but a short distance away and 
which started to meet them. They partly 
carried, partiy dragged her for over thirty 
feet, when one ofthe other men got a good 
look at her face and shouted: Not that one; 
you’ve getthe wrong girl.’ Then they re- 
leased her and she came back toward 
the carriage. (Allie Jackson, the girl over 
whom ali the trouble had been, then 
came running out of the house toward 
the carriage.) She evidently did not 
see the men. She stepped into 
our carriage, and the other four men, there 
were six in all, seized her violentiy and 
pulied her outof thecarriage. Dr. Taussig, 
who lives next door, just then came out of 
his office, and he said tothe men: Please 
don’t hurt the girl.’ AlSpink, one of the men 
who had hold of Allie, said: I am doing 
this,’ and with a laugh seized the girl and 
with the assistance of one of the other men 
pitched her head first into the carriage, which 
had driven uptothecurb. He then got in the 
carriage and the driver whipped up his borses 
and drove rapidly away. Miss 
Hunt’s dress was all covered with 
mud and her arm was severely strained 
by the pulling around she received at their 
hands. They evidently took her for Allie, 
and ere going to take her away. When Mr. 
Taussig interfered one of the men thrust him 
to one side. The poor girl screamed and 
cried, saying in a pitiful volce, Please don’t! 
Please don’t!’, The men treated her in a 
brutal manner, and I should pot wonder if 
she were seriously injured by the way they 
tossed her into the carriage. I recognized 
Al Spink, but the others I did not know. They 
were rough-looking men. When Allie cried 
out to Spink pleading with him not to drag 
her away he made some rough explanation 
but refused to let her go. The girl’s shrieks 
were awful. 

‘*Alice Jackson is 16 yearsold, but the poor 
irldoes not even know herAB O’s. Mr. 
‘aylor is her uncle by marriage, and she has 

lived with him for five years. She 
came to me about three months 
ago. Mr. Williams ofthe Women’s Humane 
society brought her to my house, and the 
society placed her under mycare. They said 
that she came to the house of Mrs. Debt mis- 
erably clad. Mra. Debt took her to 
the Humane Society, and Mr. WII 
liams then brought her to me. 
When she cawe to me I 
could hardly restrain my tears out of pity for 
her condition. On her head was a oe + 
jagged cut, still fresh, which she 
sal had been caused by being 
thrown against a bay window frame. 
The child made allsorts of charges of mal- 
treatment. She said the ran away 4 year ago 
because she was treated so cruelly. When 
they — her away to-day she fought and 
screamed, butthe men held her firmly and 
she had no chance to escape. 

She bas one sister and two brothers, little 
children, who live with Mr. Taylor, and 
two half brothers, both grown 
men. The value of the

Tnis morning we saw the men who 
napped the girl hanging around the yard and 
across the streetsince breakfast time. The 
Chief of Police advised me to keep thé child 
where they could not get her away. When 
Allie found out that Mr. Taylor wanted to get 
her back she begged me to let ber run away. 

MISS MYRTLE HUNT, 
18 years of age, is a niece of Mrs. Brouthers, 
and has been visiting her for about a year. 
Her home isin Anderson, Ind. When asked 
to tell her story she said: 

‘*I was just stepping into the carriage after 
Mrs. Brouthers when two men seized hold of 
my arms and started to Grae meaway. I said 
to one of them, ‘you — | og, What do you 
mean by this.’ He said, ‘never you mind, 
but just come along. I tried to get away, 
but they „ me about thirty feet 
towards a close carriage which s near 
until one of the men said, Hold on; that aint 
the party.’

MR. TAYLOR’S COACHMAN’S STORY. 

Foster Burns, the colored coachman of Mr, 
Taylor, said that he had seen Allte Jackman 
around the house a good deal. He said that 
she always had nice clothes and ate inthe 
dining-room with the young ladies, as he had 
frequently seen her there. He said he had 
never seen her ill-treated and did not think 
she ever had been. 

MR. BROUTHERS SAID 
he was not at the house at the time of the 
trouble, but his wife had told him all about it. 
He said the giri wanted him to be her 
guardian. 


JOHN WALEER, 
Mr. Brouthers’ driver, said he was sittin 
the carriage when the trouble occurred. The 
men came up and seized Miss Hunt 
first, and then, finding out their mistake 
seized Allie Jackman. The girl screamed and 
cried, calling the name of Mr. Spink, asking 
himtolethergo. The girls were handied 
very roughly, he said. There were six men 
and the driver of the other carriage. 

MR. JOHN G. TAYLOR 
said when told about the charges made by 
Mrs. Brouthers: 

eit is alla fabrication and the story that I 

had anything to do with her abduction 
also false. The morning my 
daughter Gertrude came running to 
meand said, ‘Papa, there was a row this 
morning, and they took Allie away in a car- 
riage.’ i was going to send the girl to an in- 
stitution at Normandy, where her 12-year-old 
is. She ran away, and 
I have not had her in my 
ossession since. I recently asked Mr. Morse 
f the girl had gone out there yet and he said 
no. I was going to send her out there because 
I thought it best.

Saturday morning James Jackman told me 
that he wanted to get his sister away from the 
people who had her in their possession and 
said he was going totake heraway. He told 
my coachman, urns, the same thing. He 
said he wanted her himself. 

„Mrs. Brothers made threats that she was 
going to abduct the other girl from me, 80 
I sent her to Normandy to keep them from 
getting her. 

When their father died he asked me to look 
out for his children and I have done so. I 
have their money invested in real estate. 
They have the idea that I have got the money 
invested in my business, but I have not. The 
whole thing is afabrication. I have always 
treated the child kindly.’’ 

FATHER HARTY, 5 
the splritual aaviser of the girl, was asked 
about his opinion in the matter, but he re- 
fused to say a word. He said he could give 
opinion and had no interest in the affair.

was asked the same question that her husband 
had been, but she only said:

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ASTRONG ARGUMENT MADE. 


Reasons Why the Merchants’ Exchange 
Should Purchase the Planters’ House. 


A specia] meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Merchants’ Exchange was held at 1:15 
thisafternoon, at which the report of the 
Real Estate Committee was received. In its 
report the committee calls attention to the 
vote to be taken on the 27th inst., on the 
proposition to purchase the Planters’ 
House property. This proposition is sub- 
mitted and recommended by a special com- 
mittee appointed by the Board of Direetors 
to look into the purchase of asuitable site or 
building fora homefor theexchange. After 
months of diligent labor and careful consider- 
ation of every question relating to so im 
portant a measure, the committee sub- 


mits the Planters’. House purchase. 
confident that it will grow upon the members 
wita reflection. Attention is called to the lo- 
cation ofthe property, in the heart of the 
business portion of the city, and especially 
central to business transacted on the floor 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, the location 
of which interests are permanent, owing 
to their proximity to the;river and the termini 
of the great railrvad systems. It is also 
asserted that the location of the Merchants’ 
Excha ge, on Fourth street, will do much 
toward preserving compactly one of the most 
valuable portions ofthe city. The dimensions 
of the property are then given at length. 

In the consideration of financial and eco- 
nomical questions, the committee states that 
it has secured an option on the property ex- 
piring Deoember 1, 1889, at $350,000, or about 
$1,520 a front foot. The price is regarded as 
very low, as vacant groun a few 
squares north, and of only moderate 
frontage, has but recently brought nearly as 
much at public auction. In no city of the size 
of St. Louis, it is argued, could central busi- 
ness property be purchased at anything like 
the price, and with the least confidence in the 
future ofthecity the investment on that basis 
is as safe as Government bonds. The proper- 
ty is now under an annual rental of about $39,- 
000, the lease of the hotel portion running 
until June 1, 1891. The annual expenses 
for taxes, etc,, amount to about $10,000, 
making the net income about $29,000,or nearly 
three times as much as is now being derived 
trom the same amount invested in Govern- 
ment bonds. The lease of the premises now 
occupied will not expire until November 1, 
1895, and it would be four years at least before 
it would be necessary to commence building. 
It would therefore be an immense ad 
vantage to have the Exchange’s capital 
meanwhile invested on such favorable terms. 
There can, it is said, be no question but the 
investment can be made highly remunera- 
tive by erecting a monumental etructure, fur- 
nishing quarters for a permanent home and 
attractive accommodations for various 
branches of business needing central loca- 
tion and proximity to the Exchange. 

A structure of this kind of a building, it is 
admitted, would absorb the balance of the 
revenue fund and bringthe Exchange into 
debt, but if the same amount now paid in 
rentis paid on this debt it would soon be 
wiped out, giving a solid vaihe to 
memberships. Then, should anything 
transpire before the expiration of the present 
lease, renderiog it undesirable to erect an Ex- 
change building on the proposed site, the 
property would still be a good investment as 
a source of revenue, or could be sold at an en- 
hanced value. 

The committee adds that it has often been 
met by the query: Why not purchase the 
present guarters?’’ The first efforts made 
were in this direction, as the committee holds. 
that it should not tear down but bulld up. It 
feels, however, that it can not conscientiouajy 
recommend the purchase of the buildin 
now evened in part at a price exceeding

AN INDICTMENT FOUND IN Sr. LOUIS 
COUNTY AGAINST R M. CHAMBERS, 


Murder in the First Degree Is the Charge the 
Grand-Juary Fixes on Him—The Defend- 
ant in Jail—How He Regards Confine- 
ment—A Cheerful Talk. 


Bartholomew Mazlere Chambers four weeks 
ago to-day killed Frank J. Bowman in front 
of the former’s home near Ferguson, in St. 
Louis County. Bowman on tnat fatal Monday 
had gone to Clayton, the county seat, with an 
alias execution for $22,000 against B. M. 
Chambers. He called on Sheriff Dosen- 
bach, who put at his disposition to 
make a levy on any property belonging to B. 
M. Chambers that he might point out, Charles 
© Garrett, a Deputy Sheriff. They drove to 
Mr. Chambers’ home and had an interview 
with Mr. Chambers atthe end of which Mr. 
Bowman directed the deputy to levy 
and waved his hand toward the inte- 
rior of the house. Mr. Oham - 
bers bad told them that he 
did not own a thing in the world and had not 
a dollar to hisname. Mr. Bowman had of- 


fered to compromise his claim for $1,300, but 
Mr. Chambers told him he could not pay $13. 
The latter went in the house and returned 
with ashotgun. He ordered Bowman to leave 
the place. The Deputy Sheriff ran without 
warning. 

Bowman stood his ground. He was given 
three minutes in which to go, bat before the 
expiration of this time, as he was putting his 
right hand in a pocket of his overcoat Cham- 
bers fired. The stotgun charge tore out the 
contents of Bowman’s head. 

Garrett did not top running until he got to 
Ferguson. He did not go back to the Cham- 
bers place unttl Sheriff Dosenbach had driven 
over from Clayton. The Sheriff found the 
body lying as it fell. Mr. Chambers was sit- 
ting on the porch prepared to goto jail. He 
ha ponerse up some clothing that he 
thought would be needed and willingly ac- 
companied the Sheriff to Olayton. 

Tbe Coroner’s jury held him for murder and 
on preliminary examination before Justice 
Meyer Greensfelder he was held toawait the 
action of the Grand-jury. Mr. Chambers has 
been in jai! since the murder. 

CHAMBERS’ INDICTMENT. 

The indictment, which is for murder in the 
first degree, was returned on Saturday. It 
charges that Bartholomew M. Chambers ‘‘did 
willfully, deliberately, premeditatedly, 
on purpose and of malice  afore- 
thought strike penetrate and wound“ 
Frank J. Bowman, causing his death. In- 
dorsed upon the finding of the Grand-jury are 
the names of the following witnesses: C. U. 
Garrett, the Deputy Sheriff who accompanied 
Frank J. Bowman to B. M. Chambers’ house 
near Ferguson and ran away when Chambers 
produce his gun; Emil L. Dosenbach, 
the Oounty Sneriff, who sent Garrett 
with Bowman and afterward arrested 
Chambers for the k&illing of Bowman; 
Dr. M. W. Oastor, the Coroner, who held the 
inquest; Dr. W. H. Hiedom, who made the 
post mortem examination; Christ Straub, a 
Kirkwood Mason, who was the first person, 
other than members of Mr. Chambers’ family, 
to see the dead body of Bowman, and who in- 
formed the Sherilfii that Chambers was pre- 
—— to make great resistance to arrest; 

ietrich Warman, Ed Haupt, T. H. Thatcher 
and Fred Autenreith, whose connection with 
the case is not known.

MR. CHAMBERS IN JAIL. 

Mr. Chambers occupies the first cell on the 
left side of the jail at Clayton. The St. Louis 
County Jalil is a two-story brick wing of the 
Court-house. On the first floor of this wing a 
woman lives with her two children. 
She cooks the food for the prisoners, which 
may be carriedtothem up a narrow winding 
flight of steps. The prisoners are confined in 
a steel cell house built into the large room on 
the second floor. There are four celle on 
each side of this celi-house and all are occu- 
pied. The cell doors can be closed and locked 
from the outside, and there is quite 
a demonstration of bolts and bars. 

Mr. Chambers came out ofbis cell this morn- 
ing looking as well as he ever did in hie life. 
He seemed to have lost the load of 
care that 80 pressed him during his 

reliminary exaniination and was quite cheer- 

I. He spoke of his own good health and said 
**A gentieman was iy te | me of his son’s 
visit to Colorado and how healthy it had made 
him. said, ‘I’ve travelled, 
over a big part of the 
rather be in jail in St. County than 
anywhere else on the globe. I’ve bad ahea 
of trouble in St. Louis 8 but it hasn’ 
been the county’s fault. My health here is 
really remarkable. 

The cell-house is eee clean, remarkably 
free from the jail odor always so disagreeable 
to unaccustomed noses. Two colored men 
and a white man were puffing at cod pipes on 
Mr. mbers’ side, while on the other side a 
colored and a white man were making prep- 
to the cloud of smoke.

Thes. Cunningham, Whose Sentence Has 
' Been Appreved, Arrested To-Day. 


Shortly after the news of the decision of the 
Supreme Court, affirming the decision of the 
lower courte in the case of Thomas Cun 
ningham, charged with assault, reached 
the city to-day, Detective Desmond 
and Officer Kickham arrested Cunningham 
at Fourteenth and Clark avenue.

TRYING TO CLEAR KUNZE, 


Testimony for the Defense in the Cronin 
Murder Trial. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 18.—Judge McConnell’s 
branch of the Crimihal Court was called to or- 
der at 10 o’clock this morning and the Cronin 
The first witness was 
Frederick J. Squibb, the stenographer who 
was on the stand Saturday, and who gave tes- 
timony touching eertain contradictions in the 
evidence of Frank Scanlan and others as given 
before the Coroner’s jury and before the 
court on the pending trial. The witness this 
morning testified as to certain questions and 
answers in the examination of Major“ 
Sampson, touching his acquaintance with 
Coughlin. The matters were immaterial, ex- 
cept as they related to the credibility of 


Sampson. The next witness was Peter Koch, 
a worker in hard wood. He testified that he 
lived in Lakeview, near the Carlson cottage. 
He had known Kunze about five years. Kunze 
worked with him in 1886 and 1887. He boarded 
with the witness for seven weeks previous to 
about the 8th or llth of May last. The witness 
had a talk with Thomas Lynch, the distiller, 
in regard to Kunzein April. The prosecution 
— to the introduction of this conversa- 
tion. 

ALL ABOUT KUNZE. 

Mr. Forrest: We have get toshow why John 
Kunze chauged his name, why he stated he 
expected to be arrested and all about the con- 
nection between him and Coughlin and Lynch, 
the distiller.’’ 

Mr. Hynes: ‘‘I submit it is not competent to 
show it in this way. 

Mr. Forrest: ‘‘What I propose to show now 
is the talk about Kunze at the time of the ex- 
piosion of the bomb at the distillery last year;

BRAZIL AS A REPUBLIC. 

Brazil’s populgtion is now greater than 
that of the United States was in 1820, and 
her territory comprises 3,219,000 square 
miles, or only 383,000 less than the present 
area of the United States. Iftheresult of 
the revolution should be the conversion of 
Brazil’s provinces into autonomous re- 
publican States undera Union Govern- 
ment, such as ours, her people might 
look forward to the growth of a South 
American Union as rich and great as 
ours. 

The area and boundless resources of 
South America afford ample foundation 
for such a growth. The evolution of a 
South American Government and Civiliza- 
tion the equal of any on earth depends 
on the people alone. They have all that 
is required in the way of territory, cli- 
mate, soil, timber, inexhaustible mineral 
wealth and more mileage of inland river 
navigation than any other country in the 
world. Astomere material wealth they 
are far better off than we were fifty years 
ago, and they can, if they choose, in the 
next fifty years draw more population 
from Europe than we have drawn in the 
last fifty. 

But their political training and situa- 
tion are unfavorable; the present en- 
vironment does not promise any such evo- 
lution as occurred in North America. 
Ours was a more homogeneous popula- 
tion, with a tendency to union from the 
beginning. The thirteen British colonies 
united to achieve their independence. 
The European colonies of South America 
fought separately for their independence 
and are still separated from each other by 
jealous rivalries and the memory of bit- 
ter wars Our Union and systems of gov- 
ernment were born, not made. Applied 
to South America they would be exotic, 
and may be entirely unsuited to the tem- 
per, ideas and situation of the South 
American States. Still the attempt to 
apply them in Brazil will be watched by 
the people of the United States with in- 
tense and hopeful interest.

THE WORK- HOUSE SCANDAL. 

The charges brought against the man- 
agement of the Work-house under Supt. 
CARROLL by ex-Guard WaLsH, published 
in yesterday’s SUNDAY PoOstT-DISPATCH, 
are too serious to be overlooked. 

WaLSH admits that he harbors political 
enmity against CARROLL, but he publicly 
makes statements which refiect on the 
honesty and efficiency of Supt. CARROLL 
and which he claims he can prove by com- 
petent witnesses. -Made thus openly over 
his owa name, no matter what the motive, 
the charges call for a thorough and im- 
partial investigation by the proper au- 
thorities. 

WALSH claims that favoritism to prison- 
ers is shown by CARROLL; that drunken- 
ness interferes with the performance of 
his duties; that unnecessary salaries are 
paid to his friends and relatives; that 
gross immoralities are permitted within 
the institution, and that dishonesty is 
practiced in expense accounts.

Itis due 
to the credit of the Municipal Government 
that their truth or falsity be demonstrated 
as soon as possible, so that proper action 
may be taken in the premises. Supt. 
CARROLL should be made to meet 
every charge made against him. Cor- 
ruption and inefficiency in municipal

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The Ocean Depths.

From Iron. 

The greatest known depth of the sea is in 
the South Atlantic Ocean, midway between 
tne island of Tristan d’Acunha and the mouth 
of the Rio de la Plata. The bottom was there 
reached at a depth of 40,236 feet, or eight and 
three-quarter miles, exceeding by more than 
17,000 feet the height of Mount Everest, the 
loftiest mountain in the world. In the North 
Atlantic Ocean, south of Newfoundland, 
soundings have been made to a depth of 4,580 
fathoms, or 27,480 feet, while depths equaling 
84,000 feet or six anda half miles are reported 
south ofthe Bermuda Islands. The average 
depth of the Pacific Ocean between Japan and 
California is alittle over 2,000 fathoms; be- 
tween Chill and the Sandwich Islands, 2,500 
fathoms; and between Chilland NewrZealand, 
1,500 fathoms. The average depth of all the 
oceans is from 2,000 to 2,500 fathoms.

DOM PEDRO PENSIONED AND ON HIS WAY 
TO PORTUGAL 


Every Province Acknowledges the New Re- 
public—The Overthrow of the Empire 

Accomplished Without the Sacrifice of a 

Single Life—Peace Reignas—Dom Pedro 

Given $2,500,000 in Cash and Granted 
Pension of 8450,000—No 
Official News at Washington—The Glas- 
ow Pig Iron Market Excited—Bakers’ 
and Nailers’ Strikes in England—Foreign 
Nows.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 18.

The new Republic is 

now acknowledged by 

every Province ex- 

Brazil's New Flag. ~cent Bahia in the 

North. Dom Pedro is on his way to Port- 

ugal, having accepted the situation with no 

attempt at forcible resistance. The flagof the 

new republic has been adopted; and Brazil is 

as peaceful as though no thought of revolu- 

tion had ever aroused the feelings of her peo- 

ple. The overthrow ofthe Empire has been 

accomplished without the sacrifice of a single 

life, and the new provisional government is 

proceeding with its work as methodically and 

peacefully as though it had been in existence 
for years instead of hours. 

THE TERMS TO DOM PEDRO. 

Dom Pedro submitted to the terms imposed 
on him by the new Government, and agreed 
to leave the country within twenty-four hours 
after he received the notice at his summer 
palace at Petropolis. He was offered $2,500,- 
000 in cash and provision forthe rest of his 
life in the form of an annual pension of $450,- 
000, which is to be provided for in the civil 
list of the new Republic. He promptly ac- 
cepted the offer and came to Rio de Janeiro 
with his family Saturday night to embark for 
Lisbon. The imperial family at 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning boarded the Brazilian gun- 
boat Parnahyba, which was still flying the 
imperial fag in the harbor. The Parnahyba 
transferred the imperial party to the Alagoas, 
which steamed out of the harborin the fore- 
noon, convoyed by the cruiser Riachueto and 
the gunboat Parnabyba bound for Lisbon. 

PERPETUAL EXILE. 

Dom Pedro and his family go into pervetual 
exile, their absence from the country being 
regarded by the leaders of the Republic as 
essential to the peace and welfare of the new 
Government. The new flag of the United 
States of Brazil, which takes the place of the 
imperial emblem withits crown and coffee 
leaf, is composed of green and gold stripes, 
witha biue field on which are emblazoned 


nineteen stars. To-day itis hoisted every- 
where and is recognized in every province 
with the exception of Bahia, from which re- 
ports come of opposition to the new order of 
things. 

NO LOSS OF LIEE. 

Notalife has been lost by the revolution 
which has Overturned the empire, and the 
only violence attempted was the shooting of 
the Imperial Minister of Marine, but his wound 
is not fatal and he is now recovering. Busi- 
ness in Rio Was suspended only twenty-four 
bours, and anempire was destroyed and a 
Republic born almost before the general pub- 
lic was aware that anything unusual was go- 
ing on. The Provisional Government has an- 
nounced that all obligations incurred by the 
Empire, at home or abroad, will be faithfully 
fuifilled by the Repubiic. The wrongs done by 
the ministry of Dom Pedro will be righted by 
the new cabinet, which is composed of men 
who have the confidence of the people. The 
leaders in controlofthe Provisiqnal Govern- 
ment are Representative Brazilians, known 
for ton pa yop ae and integrity. Fonseca, 
the President, is recognized as a brave sol- 
dier and an honest citizen. Barbosa, the 
Minister of Finance, is able and honest, 
though poor. Bocayuva, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, is a journalist, an ardent Republican 
and a popular leader. 

WILL MAINTAIN ORDER. 

The new Government has announced that it 
will firmly maintain order. It is preparing a 
olreular to foreign Governments relative to 
the overthrow ofthe Empire, which will be 
telegraphed to them through the Brazilian 
representatives abroad. The province of 
Bahia has signified its adherence to the Re- 
public. News from the other provinces show 
that they are also in favor of a Republican 
form of Government, 


The Latest News in Londen. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—Dispatches received here 
this afternoon from Rio de Janeiro reiterate 
the statement previously telegraphed that the 
proclamation of the Republic met with no op- 


position. The latest intelligence received at 
io de Janeiro indicated that Bahia 
and Pernambuco were in a state of tranquility. 
People everywhere are 80 much absorbed in 
the new order of things n that bus - 
ness is at a complete stands till. here la said 
to be considerable mystery at Rio de Janeiro 
in regard to the departure of the Emperor 
and his family. It is asserted in 
some quarters that he has not yet left 
the country. The British mail steamer Atrato, 
from Monteviedo for Southampton, is due at 
Rio to-morrow and some believe thatthe im- 
perial party will take passage upon that 
steamer for Europe. Commercial dispatches 
are forwarded from Brazil to foreign 
countries without scrutiny or delay.

should a call to arms ever be necessary.

INDIGNANT CORN DBALERS. 

On the East side more than 50 per cent of the 
corn received during the past week has 
graded No. 2, while where the Burks experts 
had their way less than 10 percent has come 
uptothis grade. Thisis considered rather 
remarkable for two reasons, first, because the 
country experts when they at first assumed 
charge of St. Louis inspection nearly univer- 
sally graded grain too high, and secondly 


because the only serious complaint made 
against the Merchants’ Exchange inspection 
has been that it was more rigid than that of 
any other city. The inference drawn is that 
Burks is endeavoring to injure such dealers as 
he has in his power, out uf revenge for the 
escape from his clutches ofthe East Side re- 
celvers. 
CUTTING OFF THE SUPPLIRBS. 

That there will, within a few days, be few 
who care what the character of the Burks in- 
spection may be is confidently predicted bv 
tne receivers of all kindsofgrain. Already 
the wheat men have perfected their 
arrangements for shipping to the east side, 
which was easily done, as with the exception 
of a few local points the freight rates to St. 
Louis and East St. Louis are the same, 
the exporteis will receive all their 
grain from the east side elevators, the 
millers will buy in the country, and the corn 
men were keeping the wires hot all day in 
ordering that shipments shouid in future be 
made to East St. uis. This will 
leave Burks little to inspect, and 
the inefficiency of his force need 
give him no cause for anxiety In the future. 

THE CHIEF GRAIN INSPECTOR 
isnot only unpopular among the business 
men ot the community, but has been kept 
busy answering the furious letters received 
from his rural political constituents. 
Places in Grain Inspector’s office 
had been provided for a number of the friends 
of State politicians, and their future was con- 
sidered assured. In the present condition of 
affairs it is most unlikely that a quarter of the 
force appointed by Burks can be paid trom the 
inspection fees which furnish the only 
revenue available for salaries. Of 
course this will necessitate very extensive 
decapitation, and those whose friends were 
to have drawn handsome Salaries blame 
Burks for the prospective emptiness of the 
exchequer. Their cause of complaint is that 
after having secured East Side inspection 
he should have forfeited it and 
cut off four-fifths of the fees by 
an unsuccessful attempt at trickery. The 
political expert is getting it hot and beavy on 
all sides, and finds life under its present con- 
ditions far from pleasant. 
A GOVERNOR’S CONFIDENCE ABUSED. 

Some surprise was felt at the time of the 
passage of the grain inspection law 
at the signature of the Governor. A 
story is told on ’Change by men eminent in 
the grain trade which is regarded as explain - 
ing this action. A gentleman well known asa 
memberofthe Exchange, anda large grain 
receiver, told the story as follows: 

‘‘A certain Governor was onoe presented 
with a bill giving certain railroad 
commissioners the right to collect fees for 
inspecting grain. This Governor had dealt 
largely in grain himself and knew the danger 
of allowing ignoraat mento fix grades. He 
therefére entered into an agreement with 
two of the commissioners, 
cordance with the terms 
he was to have the nomination of 
Inspector and his deputies on condition that 
he signed the bill. A certain Railroad Com- 
missioner afterwards soid the Governor out, 
and is for this reason highly unpopular at the 
gubernatorial mansion. 


AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 


The Newberry Law in Regard to Games Does 
Not Apply to Hotels. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 18.—Justice Worth- 
en, in the case of the State against the pro- 
prietors of the Midland Hotel and the Coates 
House, for violating the Newberry law, which 
forbids the maintaining of games in dram- 
shops, decided this morning that in the 
eyes of the law a hotel bar is not 
a dramshop and dismissed the case. 


The originator of the law, Mr. Newberry, was 
resent in court and said he did not have 
otels in mind when he framed the measure 

and did not think the members of the Legisia- 

ture did when they voted for it. 
Nevertheless the case will be appeaied to the 

higher courts. ° 
The news of this decision was hailed with 

delight by the local hotel proprietors. As a 
matter of course, the decision does not direot- 
ly affect St. Louis notels, bat the opinion of 
Sadge Worthen is exactly in line with the 
judgment of all the lawyers who have been 
consulted on the subject and the deciaration 
of Mr.Newberry that his understanding of the 
law was that it was not applicable to hotels is 
considered as decisive.

A DISTRESSING STORY. 


THE DOMESTIC TROUBLES OF BEAUTIFUL 
MRS. FREDERICK M’MILLAN. 


The Lady a Cousin of Gov.-Elect Campbell 
ef Ohio and Related to the Sherman 
and Kwing Famillies—Barsh Treatment 
Obliges Her to Leave Her Husband—A 
Pathetic Scene. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DIsPATCH. 

NRW YORK, Nov. 18.—A distressing story of 
a husband’s cruelty to his wife, according to 
a Philadelphia specialin the Wortp of thia 
morning, has come to light through. the re- 
moval of Mrs. Frederick McMillan, a cousin of 
Gov.-elect Campbell of Ohio, from the Girard 
House. Mrs. McMillan was taken away by her 
brother in spite of the remonstrances of her 
husbabd and being in a hysterical condition at 
the time, uttered such distressing cries 
that the atteution of many persons 
was attracted to her. After learning 
the cause of her condition every- 
body sympathized with the almost crazed 
woman, but none more than Mr. Moore, the 
proprietor of the Girard House, and Mr. 
Parker, his manager and representative in 
the case. Mrs. McMillan came from Hamilton, 
O. She is a cultivated woman and is con- 
nected with the best families of the Buckeye 
State. Besides being Gov.-elect Campbell’s 
cousin, sheis also related to the Shermans 
and Ewings. Her history is a sad one and 
ought to enlist the sympathy of all persons 
who believe in standing by the weak and put- 
ting strong oppressors underfoot. She is de- 
scribed by all the guests of the Girard 
House as being very beautiful, a pale brunette, 
vivacious and nervously sensitive; highly 
cultured and kind-hearted to a fault—just 
such a lovable little creature as any self- 
respecting or proper minded man would be 
proud to have as his wife. McMillan isa 
handsome, dark-haired man, very trim in his 
dress. Mrs. McMillan arrived at the Girard 
House October 27. The story of her stay at 
the Girard is told by Mrs. Bradley, the house- 
keeper, who was 

MUCH INTERESTED IN HER CASE: 

She came in a carriage froma fashionable 
boarding-house on Catherine street, near 
Broad, to escape her husband. We sent a man 
with her to help pack her goods and then she 
returned. I was first attracted to the case when 
Mr. Parker was called by one of the servants 
and was told that the lady in No. 127 was III 
and was lying in a faint on the floor. I went 
to her and she told me ber story. She said her 
husband had beaten her repeatedly and helda 
knife to her throat and choked and 
pinched her black and bine. She showed me 
the marks, some of them as large as the palm 
of your hand. She had suffered untold 


agonies from his brutal treatment, but more 
than all from the fact that he said he would 
put her in an asgium. He told everybody she 
was crazy, e .the train coming from the 
West, when th s no necessity for doing 
so. He told people pay no attention to her; 
that she was not responsible for her actions. 
He was always afraid she would expose him. 
Mrs. McMillan gave me the deeds of her prop- 
erty in Ohioto keepfor her. I gave them to 
Mr. Moore, the proprietor of the Girard 
House. Shesaidto me: ‘Mrs. Bradley, you 
fion’t xnow whatI have been compelled to 
bear 14 *. live long years.’ She talked to 
mea great deal about a typewriter at John 
Wanamaker’s . She said this person was 
introduced to her by her husband. 
*The typewriter cut my bangs,’ she said, ‘and 
ruined them on purpose, 

Mr. Parker, who had arge of Mrs. McMil- 
lan’sinterestsinthe house during her stay, 
snid what Mrs. Bradley had sald was true. 
Mr. Parker believed that McMillan intended 
to do his wife bodily harm. McMillan said to 
him: It you want to see acircus let me into 
her room. 

don't want to see acircus,’” answered 
Mr. Parker, and I will not let yon in.“ 

Then McMillan took a room in the house and 
made so much trouble that Mr. Parker was 
compelled to station a special officer at Mrs. 
McMillan’s door to protect her. The enraged 
husband tried to get in but was prevented. 
Mr. McMillan left November 12. Mr. Parker 
sent a dispatch to Mrs. McMillan’s brother, A. 
L. S. Oampbell of Hamilton, O., the cousin of 
the Governor-elect, and received the follow- 
ing reply: 

To Fannie K. McMillan, room 217, Girard House: 


Rest easy and I will see you are cared for 
as soon as possible. L. S. CAMPBELL. 
Hamilton, O., Nov. 6, 1889. 


On the following day he sent the following 
dispatch to Mr. Parker: 

„See that Mrs. McMillan is not neglected 
until you hear further from me, 

„L. S. CAMPBELL.’’

She told me much about her suffer- 
ings, how ber husband had abused 
and cheated her out of her inheritance. When 
he had mor tgaged her property, she said, she 
went to the Keystone National Bank, where 
he had deposited the money, and, under the 
impression that the money had been de- 
posited in her name, drew achevk which was 
not honored. The money had been deposited 
in his name.

ACCIDENTALLY SHOT, 


Herman Spacklier Lets His Revolver Fall 
on the Floor and Is Wounded,

UNFAVORABLE REPORT 


MADE BY COL. LAWTON ON THE CONDITION 
OF JEFFERSON BARRACKS. 


A Bignificant Editorial in the Last Issue of 
the Recognized Army Organ—The Of- 
ficers at the Barracks Condemned for 
Negleot ef Duty—A Great Improvement 
in the Death Rate. 


. result of the Post- 
DISPATCH exposure of 
the condition of the re- 
cruits at Jefferson 
Barracks has been that 
an immense change for 
the better both in the 
treament of the men 
and the condition of 
the post was taken 
place. The authorities at 
Washington have taken 
up the matter, Quarter- 
master Gen. Holobird, 
whose arrival in this city was announced in 
the SUNDAY Posr- Disrarok, is making an Iin- 
vestigation preliminary to ordering extensive 
improvements, andthe men are dealt with 
in a spirit of much greater fairness and con- 
sideration. 
A SIGNIFICANT STATEMENT. 

The following editorial, in the Army 
and Navy Journal, the recognized military or- 
gan, speaks for itself. The publication is 
taken exclusively by officers of the army, and 
its bearings would naturally be in their favor. 

Measures have been taken recently which 
will result, almost to a certainty, in the dis- 


covery and arrest at the recruiting rendez- 
vous or depots of so-called ‘‘repeaters,’’ that 
is, men who make a business of enlisting and 
deserting. It will be remembered that three 
non-commissioned officers have been re- 
duced to the ranks for improper acts in con- 
nection with the management of enlisted 
men under their charge at Jefferson Barracks. 

We are informed that Lieut.-Col. Lawton’s 
report, which will probably not be made pub- 
lic, shows the condition of affairs at this post 
to be quite as serious as Reporter Woodward 
charged, and bears him out in the statement 
of the exceedingly filthy condition of some of 
the quarters. It is upon his report that the 
Quartermaster General visits Jefferson Bur- 
racks this week, with the view to a complete 
renovation of the pestholes and improvement 
of the buildings generally. Orders were 
issued last week sending 300 recruits away, in 
order that the much needed improvements 
may be made. 
ne number of desertions from Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo., during the past three years 
were as follows: From July 1, 1886, to June 30, 
1887, 256; 1888, 244; 1889, 250. 

Over fifty witnesses were examined by the 
Court ofInguiry, including nearly forty en 
listed men, taken mainly at random from the 
companies, the hospital and the guardhouse. 
Interrogated asto their opinions regarding 
the causes of desertion, the witnesses sever- 
ally ascribed these to a variety of elreum- 
stances. 

1. Unsatisfactory quality of food, owing 
to misapplication of the company fund. 2. 
Harsh treatment by non-tommissioned offi- 
cers who in some cases abused recruits, 
both at drill and in barracks, and that there 
has not been that patient care that should be 
exercised inthe instruction of recruits. Ina 
few instances arbitary punishments have been 
inflicted by non-commissioned officers of the 
guard. The right of every soldier to lay his 
grievances before his commanding officer has 
not been fully expiained to the recruits. 
Non-commissioned officers have run games of 
chance, ana have instituted raffles of cheap 
watches for recruits to invest their money in 
about pay day time. 

8. The natural roving inclination of many of 
the recruits, coupled with a desire to procure 
transportation tothe West. 

4. Homesickness, especially among younger 
men who leave home forthe first time. Dis- 
appointment of the recruit upon finding the 
realities of the service different in many re- 
spects from his preconceived ideas, is alse 
mentioned as a cause of desertion, and the fa- 
cility which the location of Jefferson Barracks 
offers for desertion isthe fact that deserters 
from the foot regiments oftenienlist in the 
mounted service to more readily avoid de- 
tection is glven as a further explanation of 
the large number of desertions at Jetferson 
Barracks. The want of pioper means of recre- 
ation is also dweit upon, and it ie stated that 
with the exception ofa few rude gymnastic 
appliances in the open airin the reur of the 
barracks, the reading-room and a very lim- 
ited library, there appears to be nothing pro- 
vided for the recrui amusement during 
their leisure hours. 

JEFFERSON BARRACKS SANITATION. 

In the annual report of the Surzeon-Gen- 
eral of the army the death rate of individual 
posts is given. This report, which is for the 
year 1888. discloses the fact that during that pe- 
riod Jefferson,barracks had a higher death rate 
than any postin the country, amounting to 
27.10 per thousand. as compared with a gen- 
eral death rate of the whole army of 8.15 per 
thousand. This enormous rate has been most 
remarkably decreased during the present 
year. From September 1, 1888, until 
the present time there have been but 
6 deaths out of an average force of over 700, 
or 8.40 to the thousand. Four of these deaths 
resulted from accidental injuries, and but two 
died of disease, or iess than three to the 
thousand, The cause of this decrease is 
considered to be the fact that late 
last fall connections were made with 
the city waterworks, andthe sewage 8 
water or the river was no longer use This 
change will, itis asserted by officers, make 
Jefferson Barracks one of the healthiest in- 
stead of one of the most pestilential posts in 
the army.

It be- 
gins withasombre scene of mourning and 
works ite way through various stages of res- 
ignation, cheerfulness, joy to the wild 
hilarity of a divorce.

The Business Arrangement Between the Two 
Well-Kuown Actors. 


NEw YorK, Nov. 18.—The arrangement 
under which Mme. Modjeska is playing asa 
joint star with Edwin Booth is confined to 
this season only, and it is more than probable 
that these two great artists will not be seen 
together again after the termination of the 
present contract, as Mme. Modjeska Is a ster - 
ling attraction by herself, and will probably 


resume her career as a star at the 
conclusion of the season. Indeed, it is al- 
ready arranged that Booth and Barrett will 
Play together again next season, their busi- 
ness partnership having been extended until 
the end of the season of 1890-91 with that ex- 
press understanding. Theterms of partner- 
ship are the same asthose which kept them 
together in the past. Regarding these 
terms there seems to be a good deal 
of wild talk flying around in theatrical 
and journalistic circles. Mr. Booth’s salary 
has been placed as high by some alleged 
authorities as 75 per cent of the gross receipts 
of each performance, while the general opin- 
jon has been that he receives 50 per cent gross.

AN EXCITING BATTLE. 


A PRIZE-FIGHT WHICH WOUND UP INA 
SHOOTING MATCH. 


Muldeon Expressesthe Opinion That Jake 
Kilrain Will Be John L, Sullivan’s Next 
Opponent—Barnie Blames Von der Ahe 
for the Split in the American Association 
—Sporting News.

EW YORK, Nov. 18. 
—Twe hundred and 
fifty sporting men 
from this city and 
Brooklyn gathered 
early yesterday 
morning in a barn 
just back of a well- 
known sporting re- 
sort on Long Island. 
„ They all had the 
tip“ that a fight 
between McGrath 
: ot this city and Jack 
Bates of Youngstown, C., which was inter- 
rupted a week ago by the police on Staten Is 
land, was to take placethere. A ring was 
pitched on the barn floor and two flickering 
kerosene lanterns were suspended just 
above the center of the inelosure. At 
1 o clock, the time anounced for 
the appearance of the pugilists, McGrath 
jumped into the ring,fully dressed,ana quietly 
took aseat. Fer an hour he waited for his 
opponent, but Bates failed to make his ap- 
pearance, and McGrath announced that he 
would claim the $25 forfeit. This did not suit 
the crowd. They wanted to see a fight and 
they told the owner of the barn that unless he 
produced a pair of fighters in double quick 
time there would be trouble. By a sin- 
gular coincidence, Jack Riley and Joe 
Frey, two 120-pound pugilists, were pres- 
ent and agreed to take the places of Bates and 
McGrath. This satisfied the crowd, andina 
very few minutes the men were stripped to 
the waist. ‘‘Sergt.’’ Flaherty of Woodside 
appointed himself referee, and after passing 
among the crowd several times with a capa- 
cious hat,announced that the sum of $10.24 had 
been collected. The fighters had been rivals 
a long time, and were willing to pummel each 
other until one cried enough for the 
glory of the thing. James McElroy 
announced that he had a stop- watch, 
and both pugilists agreed upon him as 
time keeper. The men sparred like novices 
but fougbt hard and Riley’s blows seemed to 
be the more damaging. In the third round 
Frey wept down from a beavy blow on the 
jugular. He got up by a painful effort only to 
be knocked down again. Referee Flaherty, 
who was a Frey purtisan, gave the latter 
every advantage he could, and when the tide 
turned so strongly against his man Flaherty 
was vexed. He suddenly discovered that 
Jack Kelly, a Long Island pugliist of some 
note, was one of Riley’s seconds.
